T h e trial of Adolph L. Lu etgert for 
the mu rder of bis wife gives promise of 
developing into an extraordinary legal 
battle. 
The case is somewhat u niqu e 
becau se there is no possibility of intro­ 
du cing other than circu m stantial evi­ 
dence, for the reason t h a t it is not yet 
absolu tely certain th a t any m u rder hat- 
been committed. 
T h e woman has dis­ 
appeared. 
She was last seen in the 
company of Lu a$gert,and all the 
k n o w n 
facts point to the conclu sion t h a t he 
mu rdered her, bu t the prosecu tion will 
have a giant, ta-k to convince a ju ry 
th at not a shadow of dou bt exists. The 
evidence is of su ch a c h a ra c te r th a t the 
issu e will dou btless rest on expert testi­ 
mony, and the pu blic can expect the 
most astou nding seeming contradiction- 
u ttered by medical specialists.

And it is known that the re­ 
su lt of the scientist's investigation are 
su ch as to su pport the theories of the 
police. 
T he phosphates were fou nd is 
su ch qu antities that Prof. Haines will 
testify that beyond the qu estion of a 
dou bt a large nu mber of bones were de­ 
stroyed in the tire from which the 
ashes resu lted. 
S ta te ’s Attorney Deneen admitted 
th at the discoveries made by Prof. 
Haines of the ashes taken from u nder 
the boiler at the sau sage factory wou ld 
be very valu able to the state in prov­ 
ing its case. 
W hen the m atter was first su ggested 
by Prof. Haines he recalled a striking 
parallel in a famou s mu rder case in 
Paris. 
All the evidence th a t was se­ 
cu red against the prisoner in th at case 
showing a corpu s delicti was from the 
ashes of a largo stove in the room 
where the man and his victim lived. 
He had mu rdered the woman and to 
conceal his crime he cu t u p her body 
and bu rned it in a large stove.

If the fire is in su ch 
a place as to prevent the bottle from 
breaking, a- in wool or cotton, knock 
oil the neck and scatter the contents,

T he operation of m anufacturing pa rc h­ 
ment papers such as arc used for w rap 
ping butter and other sim ilar objects 
is a very interesting one. Pa rc hm e nt is 
produced directly from the 
1 aw paper 
web in practically one operation 
The 
sheet 
to be parchment ized is passed 
through sulphuric acid and then through 
rollers having a uniform action, which 
discharge the surplus acid, the expressed 
liquid R ing returned to the tank or 
vessel 
The paper is then carried and 
| passed through a washing apparatus as 
a 
tank , and also through sprays of 
water, being led and guided by rolls 
over which it passes, so that the free 
ueid is washed off or removed as far as 
possible by mechanical washing. 
The 
sheet next passes through a bath of sod a 
solution or alk ali 
and then through 
nippers to express surplus alk ali, which 
is returned to the bath. Then the paper 
is carried through an apparatus to be 
further washed with water. 
Next it is 
passed through a bath of bleaching m a ­ 
terial, as “ bleach" or the lik e, then 
through 
further 
washing 
apparatus, 
again 
passed 
between 
presses 
and 
squeezed, and then finally it is passed 
through a bath of glycerin, after the 
passage 
through which the paper is 
wound upon a roller or coiled up
